amuse the child, but also to help 
him develop while being amused. 
I limited the suggestions to toys 
from which to choose a few for 
the youngster up to four. Now for 
the older children. 
Interested in physical play, the 
child from four to six needs toys 
which develop increasing muscu­ 
lar dexterity. As he Is growing 
more ready for cooperative play, 
he should have toys which can be 
used by a group Indoors and out­ 
doors, for vigorous play as well 
as for quiet group experience. 
Gym equipm ent—climbing bars, 
low rings, .slides, swings, tum ­ 
bling mats, punching bag, trapeze : 
used in doorways or on a cellar 
beam; also wagons, tricycles and 
other wheel toys are good. 
Housekeeping Equipment 
At this age boys and girls like 
to play at housekeeping and need 
all sorts of housekeeping equip­ 
ment: tubs, washing and Ironing 
boards, clothesline, non-electric 
.ron, stove, tele phons, dolls of 
varying sixes and typos (the sim ­ 
pler the better). Elaborate dolls. 
or toys which do all sorts of 
things, leave little to the child'* 
imagination, 
There Is interest In costumes— 
cowboy, Indian, nurse, fireman, 
policeman uniforms. 
Materials which stim ulate cre­ 
ation- points, finger paints, m od­ 
eling sets, easy weaving, paste, 
blunt-pointed scissors. Oood, too, 
for this age are blocks of differ­ 
ent shapes and sizes, all sorts of 
toys to use with block building. 
Also autos, cranes, planes, boats, 
Sutta anim als, too animals, puz­ 
zles 
and 
various 
construction 
toy..; large ditch diggers, dump 
trucks, road-tnaking toys, to use 
outside In real earth. 
Musical Instrum ents appeal— 


tam b o u rin es, tria n g le s, b e lls ,

xylophones, chimes, cymbals. 
From Six to Fight 
From six to eight there Is grow­ 
ing Interest in group play, in 
games which involve skill, in col­ 
lecting, in m aking things, In 
physical activity, in imaginative 
play and, if m aterials are pro­ 
vided, in creation. 
Wheel 
toys, especially 
two- 
wheelers, arouse great interest. 
Trapeze bars, rings and parallel 
bars, jum ping ropes, skates, hik­ 
ing meters, contribute to physi­ 
cal development. 
Games which require two or 
more players, games which use 
num ber skills and scoring, store 
play are fun. Games like a n a ­ 
grams and dominoes are popular. 
M aterials for handcraft and 
creation—paints, crayons, clay, 
m aterials for sewing and weav­ 
ing, simple block printing; work­ 
benches with good took#, soft 
wood and proper nails. 
Dolls Become Babies 
Im aginative play becomes more 
"real." Dolls become ‘‘babies," 
housekeeping grows more like 
“the way Mother does It.” Equip­ 
m ent for washing, ironing, cook­ 
ing, cleaning, is used much, but 
need not be elaborate. Paper dolls 
arc popular with girls and some­ 
times with boys. Costumes for 
j dressing up are im portant— a vla- 
| tor, soldier, sailor, nurse, doctor, 
I postm an, policeman, cowboy. 
For collecting—loose-leaf note- 
I books, cases or boxes for storing 
'collection (may be hom em ade), 
butterfly nets. Boys at this age 
are much Interested in making 
kites, boats, airplanes, autom o­ 
biles. 
Also Include some good books 
and one or two of the children’s 
magazines.
